Upland City Council has indicated 
residential development in the city’s 
northwest section will be limited to 
three units per acre. 

At the Sept. 19 meeting, the coun- 
cil voted 4-1 to limit development to 
three units per acre for some 800 
acres in northwest Upland. Coun- 
cilman Hal Bailin opposed the deci- 
sion. 

The Planning Commission had 
recommended a limit of four lots 
per acre which would have allowed 
10,000 - square - foot lots, but the 
majority of council members 
favored 15,000 - square - foot lots as 
the minimum for the area. 

Of the 800 acres — generally west 
of Mountain Avenue and north of 
Foothill Boulevard — only 500 acres 


are suitable for residential develop-- 


ment. The remainder includes area 
within San Antonio Wash. 

Bailin opposed reducing the densi- 
ty from four to three lots per acre 
noting that housing prices are 
higher for the larger lots. 


Alta Dena Dairy raw 
milk judged unsafe 


Alta Dena Dairy raw milk has 
been shown to contain salmonella 
and should be considered unsafe for 
human consumption, according to 
Dr. Louis E. Mahoney, San Bernar- 
dino County health officer. 


Alta Dena Dairy has a retail outlet 
on Foothill Boulevard in Upland. 


“Salmonellosis is a serious and 
potentially fatal disease,’’ Mahoney 
said and added, ‘‘Since this 
organism has recently been isolated 
from (Alta Dena Dairy raw) milk 
itself, I would strongly advise 
anyone to avoid consumption of the 
product until it is cleared by the 
Department of Agriculture. 

Mahoney said Alta Dena Dairy 
pasteurized milk is considered safe 
since it has been processed to kill all 
potential salmonella organisms. 


The raw milk contamination was 
discovered by the Los Angeles Coun- 
ty Medical Milk Commission from a 
sample of Alta Dena Dairy raw milk 
taken Sept. 13. 

The commission issued a 
pasteurization order Sept. 23, but 
did not order potentially con- 
taminated raw milk to be removed 
from markets. 

Several cases of salmonellosis 
have been identified in people drink- 
ing Alta Dena Dairy raw milk, ac- 
cording to Dr. Jeronme Lackner, 
director of the state Health Depart- 
ment. 

He noted that the San Bernardino 
County Health Department cannot 
prohibit distribution of the raw milk 
until an order is obtained from the 
State director of food and 
agriculture. 


Council limits lot sizes 
for home developments 


He said the lowered density would 
limit an entire section of the city to 
the affluent. 

Mayor George Gibson opposed the 
four - unit - per - acre density noting 
that the city is already too con- 
gested. 

Councilman Bill Bottin suggested 
limiting development of the 
northwest section to acre and half - 
acre lots. 

Planning Director Bill Young told 
the council new Upland homes are 
restricted to the top three per cent 
of the income brackets and noted 
acre and half - acre lots would be 
even more restrictive. 

The Planning Commission will 
review the northwest section densi- 
ty when it considers a general plan 
amendment Oct. 27. 

In other action at the Sept. 19 
meeting, the council approved an 
amendment which will allow large- 
scale planned unit residential 
developments. 

The amendment provides that 
such developments are limited to 20 
acres or more and must be bordered 
on two sides by streets or other 
development. 

The council eliminated a clause 
allowing commercial development 
as part of the large - scale planned 
residential devleopment, as well as 
a clause providing for a variety of 
ownership arrangements, including 
rental and lease. 

Young told the council the large - 
scale planned residential develop- 
ment will provide flexibility so 
developers can adapt to the terrain 
by clustering homes and providing 
common green areas. 

Requiring adjacent streets or ex- 
isting development will eliminate 
the problem of leapfrog develop- 
ment, with its expensive extension 
of services, he said. 

In other action the council: 

— Approved a general plan 
amendment to the city traffic ele- 
ment. The change provides a win- 
ding extension of Benson Avenue 
north from the Foothill Freeway 
route to the city limits. 

The extension of Benson Avenue 
is planned to reduce traffic on 
Mountain Avenue. 

— Awarded a $65,649 contract to

Sully - Miller Contracting for im- 
provement of 16th Street, east of 
Euclid Avenue to Campus Avenue. 

— Awarded an $85,000 contract to 
Kershaw Construction Co. for major 
changes to the intersection of San 
Bernardino Road with Arrow 
Highway and Ninth Avenue. 

— Approved a zone change from 
agricultural to residential (half - 
acre lots) for eight acres northeast 
of 20th Street and Euclid Avenue. 

— Denied an appeal by Crowell - 
Leventhal to be allowed to construct 
the Mountaingreen shopping center 
with diagonal redwood siding and 
bright colors for each store. 

The Architectural Commission 
had opposed the bright colors as 
creating a “‘circus’’ effect and said 
diagonal redwood siding is not 
durable and would become dated in 
appearance. 


UHS prints 
eligibility list 

The Upland High School and CIF 
athlete eligibility requirements are 
among the subjects included in the 
Upland High School flyer, ‘‘Scotland 
Yarn,” which has been distributed 
to all Upland High School student 
residences prior to the beginning of 
school. 

In addition to the other pertinent 
information included in this 
beginning of school information 
sheet, one entire page is devoted to 
the athlete eligibility requirements. 

The school’s athletic team’s had 
protiems last year with student 
athletes who were ineligible to play 
in competition. 

Scholastic eligibility is 
determined each nine weeks by 
means of an athletic list in which 
teachers indicate failing grades for 
the quarter. CIF requires an athlete 
to be enrolled and pass in the 
equivalent of 20 semester credits of 
new work (four courses). However, 
to be safe, Upland High School 


recommends to all athletes that 
they carry at least five courses. 


Local interest in solar energy increasing

Within five years 50 per cent of 
local homeowners will be investing 
in solar energy or seriously 
considering it, according to George 
E. Bowman, Southern California 
division manager for Sunburst Solar 
Energy Inc. of Alta Loma. 
Bowman, who will exhibit solar 
heating devices at the Chaffey 
College Energy Fair 9 a.m.-4 p.m., 
Saturday, said solar energy will 
become increasingly popular as the 
cost of electricity and natural gas 
continues to rise. 


Solar energy is already “‘very 
practical’ for heating the home 
swimming pool, he said and noted 
that the cost of purchasing and 
installing a solar heating unit for a 
pool can be paid for in decreased 
energy costs within three or four 
years. 


After the original investment is 
returned, the pool is heated virtually 
ree, according to Bowman. 

Installation of a solar device for 
heating all of a household’s water is 
just as practical, with purchase and 
installation costs returned to the 
homeowner within five years, he 
noted. 

Purchase and installation cost for 
pool and home heating ranges from 
$1,800 to $2,500 when solar units are 
installed by a contractor. 

Homeowners who install the units 
themselves can save 20-40 percent of 
the cost, Bowman said and noted 
that proposed federal and state 
rebates for alternative energy 
installation will lower the cost even 
more, 

Solar units can raise the 
temperature of a swimming pool 
about six degrees for a cost of 
nothing compared to the $80 per 
month bill homeowners are paying 
for pool heating. 

Although solar pool and household

“solar devices now, Bowman said 


home heating will become more 
popualr as fuel costs rise.

installation cost, averaging $10,000- 
$13,000 for a three for four - 
bedroom house. 

Such a unit makes financial sense

over the lifetime of a house, but few 
homeowners are ready to invest that 
much money in home heating now, 
he said. 


In addition to more extensive use 
of solar energy for home heating, 
future trends in solar energy will 
involve using the family swimming 
pool in a combined home heating- 
cooling system, Bowman said. 


A heat pump is being developed 
which will hook the recreational 
swimming pool into the household’s 
heating and cooling system so that 
the swimming pool becomes an 
energy reservoir, he said. 

During the winter the energy will 
be pulled from the heated pool to 
heat the home. And in the summer 
the heat will be pulled out of the 
home into the pool water, producing 
a cooler home. 

Although solar heating is just 
becoming popular with the general 
public, such devices are already 
simple enough for many 
homeowners to install themselves, 
bypassing the cost of professional 
installation. 

Bowman said a homeowner, with 
the help of a friend, could install and 
connect the standard collecting cells 
in one day. 

And the units are virtually 
maintenance and service free, he 
said noting that only the pumps or 
controls would ever need replacing. 

Some people fear that solar 
energy can only be used in desert 
areas where sun is available most of 
the year, but Bowman said solar 
units can collect energy on hazy 
days and even on some rainy days. 

The standard water pool, which is 
similar to a water heater and is 
often installed in the garage, can 
hold enough hot water for three full 
days without sunshine, he said and 
noted that larger water pools, 
storing up to a week’s worth of hot 
water, are used in areas with less 
sunny weather. 

Solar energy units can even be 
used in areas with freezing 
temperatures as long as there is 
some sun, according to Bowman 
who said the solar units will collect 
energy as long as the owner keeps 
the collecting surface free of snow. 

In case of long periods without 
sunlight, solar units include a back-

up system, which can use either 
electricity or natural gas to provide 
the energy source. Such a back-up 
energy source is only used one - 
tenth of the time, he estimated. 

Sunburst Solar Energy Inc. units 
will be only one of the many exhibits 
at the Chaffey Energy Fair, which is 
themed ‘‘Perspectives in an Energy 
Era.” 


The educational workshop will 
include exhibits and demonstrations 
on solar, wind, nuclear, wave, and 
geothermal energy. 

Representative Jim Lloyd (D-35) 
will be keynote speaker at 10 a.m. 
‘He is a member of the House of 
Representatives Science and 
Technology Committee, as well as 
subcommittees on fossil and nuclear 
energy research and development; 
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and transportation, weather and 
aviation. 

Energy lectures will be presented 
in the college theater, and films will 
be screened in the Forum building. 

Other attractions will include a 
solar energy exhibit at the museum 
gallery; a show on “‘black hole 
energy’’ in the planetarium; and a 
reader's theater production on 
lifestyles. 

Professor Homer Davis, who is 
building a solar - heated home, is 
coordinating the Energy Fair, which 
is sponsored by the Community 
Services and Adult Education 
departments. 

Commercial firms will display 
alternative energy devices, but no 
sales will be allowed at the fair. The 
free fair is open to all Pomona 
Valley residents.

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Municipal Court should 
gain fifth judge soon 


By PETER WONG 

The West Valley Municipal Court 
in Ontario will probably get its fifth 
judge soon, but the county board of 
Supervisors decided Monday the 
judgeship will have to be created by 
some complicated legal maneuver- 
ing, including a court suit. 

If all goes according to plan, 
however, the net result will be to 
elevate the present judge of the 
Cucamonga-Etiwanda Justice 
Court, D. Larry Thorne, to a 
judgeship in West Valley Municipal 
Court. 

The move, which reflects the 
rapid population growth in Alta 
Loma, Cucamonga and Etiwanda 
over the past two years, will 
eliminate the last Justice Court in 
the West End. 

The supervisors chose the more 
complicated route over one which 
would simply have merged the dis- 
trict served by that Justice Court 
with that served by the West Valley 
Municipal Court (the rest of the 
West End, excluding Chino). 

The original recommendation, 
however, would not have establish- 
ed another judgeship automatically 
in West Valley Municipal Court. 

Because of growing caseloads in 


Ontario resulting from the West 
End’s rapid population growth, the 
judgeship ought to be created, 
Supervisor Dennis L. Hansberger of 
Yucaipa said. 

Noting that Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown Jr. has recently vetoed bills 
that would have established 48 more 
Municipal Court judgeships, in- 
cluding one in the county’s desert 
area, “I’m hard-pressed to put my 
head in the sand and just ignore it 
(the need),’”’ Hansberger said. 

Here’s how the supervisors plan to 
get a fifth judge for the West Valley 
Municipal Court and close the 
Cucamonga-Etiwanda Justice 
Court: 

— The supervisors have in- 
structed the county counsel’s office 
to file a suit in Superior Court, 
which will be asked to rule on 
whether the district served by the 
Cucamonga-Etiwanda Justice Court 
has a population greater than 40,000. 

Justice courts serve districts with 
populations under 40,000; municipal 
courts serve those with populations 
over 40,000. State law says if a dis- 
trict’s population exceeds 40,000, it 
must be served by a Municipal 
Court.

O-M district still loses 
enrollment despite boom 


Rapid home building in south On- 
tario has not yet broken Ontario- 
Montclair School District’s nine- 
year pattern of declining enroll- 
ment. 

District officials had predicted a 
modest enrollment gain in the 
recently begun school year, but the 
14,776 total on the 10th day of school 
was 170 less than a year ago. 


A school-by-school breakdown 
shows growth has so far exceeded 
projections in the south part of On- 
tario where home building is oc- 
curring but has fallen short in the 
northern part of the city. 


Robert Vedo, assistant business 
manager, said enrollment has been 
growing since the start of school and 
could yet exceed last year’s level.

If enrollment does not grow to the 
level that had been projected, the 
district would receive less than an- 
ticipated state aid computed on the 
basis of average daily attendance. 


But any such loss would be more 
than offset by receipt of an expected 
more than $600,000 due to passage of 
a new State school finance law, Vedo 
Said. 


Enrollment has fallen short of 
projections by the biggest margins 
at Central, Corona and Berlyn 
elementary schools and Imperial 
Junior High School, all in Ontario. 

It has exceeded projections by the 
biggest margins at Moreno Elemen- 
tary School in Montclair and Vina 
Danks Junior High School in 
Ontario.

— The new Municipal Court dis- 
trict would be allowed to last for a 
short while, perhaps only for one 
day after it comes into existence, 
after which the board of supervisors 
plans to merge it with the West 
Valley Municipal Court. 

The judge in that Municipal Court 
district would automatically 
become the fifth judge in the West 
Valley Municipal Court. 

Because of a shortage of cour- 
troom space at the county law and 
justice complex in Ontario, that 
judge may continue to hold sessions 
in Cucamonga or could be assigned 
temporarily to a vacant courtroom 
in the county branch office building 
in Chino. 

The court consolidation was 
prompted in part by a study by the 
consultant which is drafting the 
short- and long-term master plans 
for expansion of the Ontario center, 
at Mountain Avenue and Sixth 
Street. 

“We have reached a point now 
where we have to do something 
about it,’’ Supervisor Joseph 
Kamansky of Upland, whose district 
is most affected by the changes, 
Said.

The supervisors agreed Monday to 
authorize hiring of employes to 
replace 23 deputies who serve as 
bailiffs in the county’s Superior 
Courts. 

They gave tentative approval for 
hiring of employes to replace 17 
other deputies, including 10 who 
have jail duty, and two other 
employes in accounting. 

Although the additional civilian 
employes and equipment for the 
deputies who will be freed for field 
duty will cost $704,000 annually, the 
move will save $200,000, Bland 
estimated. 

That is the difference in salaries 
and benefits between 42 deputies 
and 42 civilian employes. 

On July 14, the supervisors 
rejected Bland’s request for 32 
additional deputies, including 10 
more patrol deputies for the West 
End and Fontana substations. 

They adopted a budget for the 
sheriff's department which still left 
Bland with 47 additional employes, 
all of whom were authorized last 
spring. Of those 47, 12 — 10 deputies 
and two clerks — were assigned to 
the West End. 

At the time the supervisors turned 
down Bland’s request, they asked 
him to get more deputies into the 
field by replacing them wherever

possible with lower-paid, non-sworn 
civilian employes. 

In response, Bland presented his 
plan to replace deputies with 
civilian employes. 

However, in a memorandum he 
presented to the supervisors, Bland 
said, ‘“‘When classifying civilian 
positions within the sheriff's 
department, past experience has 
shown that one serious problem 
arises: Turnover rates are higher 
for positions previously filled by 
sworn personnel.” 

Bland said such turnover occurs 
because ‘‘the nature of work brings 
civilians closer to the law 
enforcement task than any other 
civilian position in the county. The 
responsibilities and stress outweigh 
the classified salary level.” 

He said that of 19 deputy 
dispatchers he agreed to replace 
last year with civilian employes, he 
has been unable to keep some of the 
positions filled for long. 


The cost of the 42 new civilian 
employes and the additional 
equipment for deputies is estimated 
at $395,200 for the six months 
starting Jan. 1. 


The supervisors withheld their 
final approval of the hiring of 
civilian replacements for 17 
deputies and two accounting 
employes, although they authorized 
hiring of employes to replace the 23 
deputies who serve as bailiffs.

Voter registration drive 
conducted in West End 


An ambitious campaign is being 
conducted by the county registrar of 
voters to enroll up to 150,000 new 
voters in San Bernardino County, 
starting in the West End. 

That is a high goal, ‘‘but if we get 
50,000 between now and next June’s 
primary election, we’ll be doing real 
well,”’ Jack Carr, coordinator of the 
county’s Outreach program, said in 
a recent interview. 

This would be in addition to the 
276,000 already registered to vote in 
San Bernardino County, whose total 
population is estimated at 723,000. 

The 10 employes in the county’s 
Outreach program have gone door 
to door in several West End 
communities — Upland and the tri- 
communities of Alta Loma, 
Cucamonga and Etiwanda — in the 
past several weeks. 

The other West End cities will be 
covered before the employes start 
on the eastern part of the county. 

When the: Outreach program was 
mandated by the office of Secretary 
of State March Fong Eu, Carr said, 
counties were instructed to seek out 


prospective voters, particularly in 
areas with high concentrations of 
minority groups, and register them. 

But San Bernardino County’s 
registrar of voters, Bill Clinton, 
decided not to limit the voter 
registration effort to any particular 
area or groups, Carr said. 


“It’s quite an undertaking to do 
this,’ Carr said, noting that the 
program’s 10. employes are paid 
from $110,000 in federal funds under 
the Comprehensive Employment 
and Training Act. A maximum of 16 
can be hired. 


He said he believes San 
Bernardino County is one of the few 
in California to conduct such an 
extensive voter registration drive, if 
not the only one. 


The West End was selected as the 
first target area because many of its 
residents have moved recently from ~ 
other areas and may not be 
registered, he said. 


The procedure itself is fairly 
simple. After the registrar’s office 


checks off those who have already 
registered, Outreach employes go to 
the homes and apartments of those 
who aren’t. 


If someone wants to register, it 
can be done immediately, Carr said. 


If no one is home, ‘‘and 
surprisingly, the majority of people 
aren’t,”’ the Outreach employe 
leaves a form at the door that allows 
a prospective voter to register by 
mail, Carr said. 


“Only one such application form is 
left at each home, Carr added, but 
additional forms and information 
may be obtained by calling the 
registrar’s office. 


In Alta Loma, for example, 257 
people registered to vote 
immediately when an Outreach 
employe visited them, 125 who were 
eligible flatly refused, and 1,875 
households were left registration- 
by-mail materials, Carr said. 


‘He estimates that of those 1,875 
forms, about 300 have been

“I’m generally very satisfied with 
how this is going,” he said. 


One problem employes have 
encountered is that ‘“‘people aren’t 
interested in registering right now,” 
Carr said, since most elections will 
not be held until next year. 


Exceptions to that are the 
proposal to incorporate Alta Loma, 
Cucamonga and Etiwanda as a 
single city, and a proposed $3.5 
million bond issue for park 
development in Chino, both to be 
decided Nov. 8. The deadline for 
registration is Oct. 10. 


However, Carr said he expects 
public interest in registration to 
increase as West End municipal 
elections (March 7, 1978) and the 
primary election (June 6, 1978) 
draw close.

School opens center 
for Asian-Americans 


A new project designed to 
benefit hundreds of 
thousands of Asian - 
Americans in the Southland 
and throughout the nation, 
was launched Sept. 20 at the 
School of Theology at Clare- 
mont. 

President Richard W. 
Cain officially opened the 
Center for Asian - 
American Ministries in the 
presence of students, facul- 
ty, Asia - oriented church 
persons from throughout 
Southern California, and 
representatives of the 
national headquarters of 
The United Methodist 
Church. 

‘‘We indeed rejoice,’’ said 
Cain, ‘‘as we come to a 
most important moment in 
our life as a community, 
when we become part of a 
much larger, warmer, and 
richer life.” 

Purpose of the new center 
is to recruit young Asian 
Americans to enter the 
Christian ministry, upgrade 
the ministerial skills of es- 
tablished professionals, and 


“‘do’’ theology from an 
Asian perspective, 
publishing research papers 
on church thought and prac- 
tice not dependent on mere- 
ly translating the 
traditional European ap- 
proaches. 


“What if the Apostle Paul 
had gone to India and Asia 
instead of to Rome and 
Europe?’ asked the Rev. 
Charles Yue of Pasadena, 
chairman of the Center’s 
Interim Board. 


The executive director of 
the center is Chan - Hie 
Kim, a first generation 
Korean who came to the 
United States in 1961. An 
American citizen, Dr. Kim 
has just completed nine 
years in Nashville as 
editorial associate for ‘‘The 
Upper Room,’’ one of the 
nation’s foremost daily 
devotional guides. 


The Center for Asian - 
American Ministries, which 
occupies a suite on the 
ground floor of the 


academic building at the 
School of Theology, Foothill 
and College in Claremont, is 
accoutered with oriental 
furniture and art objects 
donated to the school by the 
late James C. Baker, who 
served as Methodist bishop 
in Korea and Japan and 
later in San Francisco and 
Los Angeles. 


Rev. Yue, pastor of the 
Grace United Methodist 
Church, Pasadena, speak- 
ing at the opening of the 
center, said the project was 
the culmination of a long - 
time effort, which began 
with a convocation of in- 
terested persons held in

Bronze-Spray 
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By State Senator 

H.L, “Bill” Richardson 

Did you know that in 
Tennessee, a man cannot 
divorce his wife unless he 
leaves her 10 pounds of 
dried beans, five pounds of 
dried apples, one side of 
meat, and enough yarn to 
knit her own stockings for a 
year? 

Newton, Kansas, forbids 
the driving of buffalo 
through its streets, and 
Delaware has a law against 
pawning your wooden leg. 
Down in Blythe, California, 
a person must own at least 
two cows before being 
permitted to wear cowboy 
boots in public. 

Yes, I am talking about 
the 1970s. These laws are 
among hundreds in a list of 
obsolete and ‘‘bonehead”’ 
legislation that author Dick 
Hyman has compiled, and 
most of them are still on the 
books today. 

I have another winner 
that belongs on his list of 
inane legislation. Still on 
the books is the U:S. 
Reclamation Act of 1902. It 
bars federal reclamation 
projects from delivering 
water to farmers holding 
more than 160 acres. Can 
you believe that — a 166- 
acre limitation in this day 
and age? You’d better 


believe it. Secretary of the 
Interior Cecil Andrus has 
announced his intentions to 
enforce this archaic law. 

Under the secretary’s 
regulations to reactivate 
the law, a farmer who 
purchases federal water 
could own just 160 acres and 
could lease only 160 more. 
Andrus would also allocate 
the same for each member 
of the family. Furthermore, 
the family must live within 
the vicinity of the farm to 
receive the water. 

The secretary is going to 
compel farmers to give up 
any land that doesn’t fall 
under these requirements. 
He will also determine the 
selling price and choose the 
buyers, who will have to 
meet his restrictions. 

The secretary’s action 
will affect over one million 
acres of land in 17 states. 
By far the most affected 
state will be California, 
which contains 85 per cent 
of this land. 

Andrus must be watching 
too many old westerns on 
television. Doesn’t he know 
that farmers no longer use a 
horse and plow to raise 
crops. 

Farms are no longer 
small, one - family 
operations for a reason. All 
production processes tend 


Rape sentencing 
bill introduced 


Senator H.L. ‘‘Bill’’ 
Richardson (R-25) has 
introduced legislation that 
would punish any person 
upon a second or subsequent 
forcible rape conviction 
with life imprisonment 
without parole. 

‘““‘There were 9,552 
reported rapes in 1976., 
That’s an increase of 37 
percent over 1970,’’ 
Richardson noted. “And the 
figure would undoubtedly be 
much higher if we could 
take into account the many 
cases that go unreported.” 

Under the new 
determinate-sentence law 
forcible rape is punishable 
by three, four or five years 
in state prison with an 
automatic one-third 
sentence reduction if the 
convict commits no serious 
offense while incarcerated. 
Three years are added to 
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the sentence for each prior 
violent felony up to a 
maximum total of five 
years. Under present law, 
the longest a violent rapist 
can be kept behind bars for 
a repeat conviction is six 


‘years and eight months, 


Richardson said. 


“You tell me,’’ he said, 
“is this the way we want to 
punish Sacramento’s ‘East 
Area Rapist,’ who has 
raped some 20 women?” 


“In any case, society 
can’t risk putting repeat 
rapists back on the street. 
After their second 
conviction, they should be 
locked up where they can 
never again victimize the 
innocent. My bill will not 
only accomplish this, but it 
will serve as an effective 
deterrent for repeat 
offenses,’’ he concluded. 















toward their most 
economical size. 
Enterprises which are 
either too small or too large 
to meet consumer demand 
suffer losses. To meet the 
modern demand for food 
requires machinery costing 
hundreds of thousands of 
dollars. Those type of 
investments just can’t be 
made in small - scale 
farming. 

The secretary's 
impositions would cutlaw 
economic efficiency and 
cause major upheavals in 
the agricultural industry. 
He would reduce farming 
operations to something 
like trying to dig a ditch 
with a spoon. 

Who will pay for this 
fiasco? You, me, and 
everyone else will as 
consumers. We are the ones 
who will have to cover the 
higher costs of farming 
each time we go to the 
grocery store. 

As Fred Heringer, 
president of the California 
Farm Bureau, said 
“Replacing cost - efficient 
farming with 160-acre 
gardeners can only cost us 
all money when we buy food 
in the future.” 

If we get down to the nitty 
gritty, Andrus’ plan is a 
land redistribution scheme 
pure and simple. It’s an 
exercise in social 
engineering. He would like 
to see the U.S. return to a 
bygone era of family 
farming, so he’ll force the 
rest of us to go along on his 
trip through fantasyland. 

As Fred Heringer also 
said, “‘The turn - of - the - 
century dream of the little 
family farm with a few 
cows, pigs, and chickens is 
a pleasant memory, but the 
facts of life in the real 
world of 1977 make it 
nothing more than a 
devastating social 
experiment.” 

If the secretary wants 
antiquated farming so 
much, let’s give him a free 
ride to India. 

You should hear his 
method of distributing the 
““excess’’ land to takers. He 
would hold a lottery. Just 
think, you could enter the 
U.S. land lottery and be the 
first family on your block 
to win your own little farm. 
In other words, he would 
chop up somebody’s farm 
and raffle it off to others. 
That kind of ingenuity 
would go over well with the 







dictators south of the 
border. 

What’ll be next on the 
secretary's list to 
redecorate the interior of 
the United States? Will he 
outlaw shoe factories to 
bring back the cobblers? Or 
how about getting rid of 
shopping centers so. that 
general stores could once 
again prosper? 


Enforcing the 
Reclamation Act of 1902 is 
just one small step for 
Andrus, but it’s one giant 


leap backwards for 
mankind 
(Richardson, a 


Republican, represents the 
25th State Senate District, 
which inlcudes San Dimas 
and La Verne.) 


Utility claims bill 
signed into law 


Legislation creating 
a small claims court 
hearing procedure for 
complaints involving 
disputed utility charges in 
the amount of $750 or less 
was signed into law Sept. 
28. 


Senator William 
Campbell (R-33), author of 
SB 266 said that ‘‘this 
legislation will greatly 
benefit those Californians 
who are overbilled or who 
otherwise have legitimate 
complaints against utilities 
by allowing them to present 
their claims to the Public 
Utilities Commission 
through this expedited 
hearing procedure.” 


“T initiated SB 266 when a 
constituent of mine with 14 
years of overcharges by a 
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telephone company was 
faced with the possibility of 
retaining legal counsel in 
order to obtain her money. 
The enactment of this 
legislation will provide a 
greatly simplified 
alternative for consumers 
in California,” he added. 

SB 266 will take effect in 
January of 1978.

What more 
could a young woman ask 
for?

Dear C.G., 

You acted courageously, 
entering a difficult field 
which isn’t traditionally 
female. But obviously the 
rewards were worth it. 

Many women are learning 
about the exciting careers 
in science and engineering. 
Last year, 35,000 women 
were employed full-time in 
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universities and colleges in 
these fields — and many 
more in private industry. 
Women are gaining on men. 
According to the National 
Science Foundation, the 
rate of increase for women 
was five per cent; for men, 
only two per cent — in 
educational institutions 
alone. 

Once women are in the 
fields, employment is com- 
paratively stable. Only 
three per cent of women 
science and engineering 
PhDs were unemployed. 

The U.S. Department of 
Labor reports that the 
future outlook is even 
better. And doctoral 
degrees are not essential. 
By all means, let’s en- 
courage young women to 


enter these fields — they 
are fascinating once you've 
made the grade.

Can a 
bank legally turn me down 
for a loan?

Not if théy would grant it 
to a man with the same ear- 
nings and assets. 

It’s a far different matter 
for a single woman to get a 
housing loan today than it 
was a few years ago. And 
the changes are all in your 
favor. 

Banks once regarded 
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women who weren’t 
married as bad credit risks. 
If they were employed and 
debt - free, they couldn’t 
even get credit cards. When 
they did get bank loans, 
they paid higher interest 
rates because they were 
considered bad credit risks. 

Even now, while women 
have undoubtedly made 
great professional ad- 
vances, the myth that they 
are unable to handle money 
continues to plague them. 
Actually, banks are dis- 
covering they are as good or 
better credit risks than 
men. 

In 1975, new state and 
federal credit laws were 
passed to correct this dis- 
crimination. In general, un- 
der these laws housing 
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October 6, 1977 
must be granted to a 
on the same basis 
they are given a man. A 
cannot ask a single 
oman about her plans to 
marry and have children. 
You are judged only on your 
assets, earnings and debts.

Legislative session rated 
‘reasonably productive’ 


State Assembly Speaker 
Leo T. McCarthy (D-18) 
characterized the first half 


of the 1977-78 legislative 
session as ‘‘reasonably 
productive.’ 


“It does not rank with the 
final half of the 1975-76 
session when this 
Legislature passed several 


landmark pieces of 
legislation,’’ McCarthy 
said. ‘‘However, we 


responded to the Serrano 
decision in moving towards 
equal ‘education funding for 
every child.” 

Among other significant 
legislation approved this 
year were bills to: 

— Authorize a site for a 
liquified natural gas (LNG) 
port 

— Restore the death 
penalty for certain specific 
crimes; 

— Establish a limit on the 
time government agencies 
could take in determining 
the fate of a development 
application ; 

~ Created a special state 
department for assisting in 
the promotion of business 
for California and to assist 
businesses to locate here: 

— Reorganized the 
Department of 
Transportation and brought 
its budgetary process under 
legislative jurisdiction; 

— Reorganized 
Health Department by 
bfeaking the agency into 
several separate 
departments: 

“= Approved substantial 
vax credits for 
homeowners, businesses or 
industries which install 
solar heating or cooling 
systems; 

— Approved a special 
fund and other incentives to 


the 


help clean up California’s 
jitter and reduce the 


amount of new litter 
produced and sold; 
a Established 


regulations for banks and 
savings and loans to 
eliminate ‘‘redlining’”’; 

— Established a system 
of adult day care and pilot 
multi-purpose centers for 
seniors to help keep the 
healthy elderly in their 
homes longer; 

— Eliminated milk price 
controls in California for 
the first time since 1935. 

‘‘Although it was a 
reasonably successful 
session, the failure to 
successfully enact 
homeowner-renter property 
tax relief was a major 
disappointment. We must 
move at once to effect 
property tax relief either in 
a special session or when 
we return in January,” 
McCarthy said 

‘““‘We failed to halt 
runaway medical costs this 
year and there are semeral 
other important measures, 
such as Assemblyman Vic 


Calvo’s (D-21) (AB 1900 
to. preserve prime 
agricultural land, still 


undecided,” he said 

McCarthy said that bills 
such as Assemblyman 
Julian Dixon’s (D-49) AB 
90 to replace county 
probation subsidy programs 
or Calbo’s AB 1236 to enact 
a new-Forest Practices Act, 
will require the attention of 
the Legislature when it 
returns in January. 

“On balance we made a 
successful effort in many 
areas,’ McCarthy said, 
‘but we have a lot of work 
left for the second half of 
this session. and after 


Ways to stop

Ants "appear to have 
launched a heavy attack 
against homeowners and 
apartment dwellers this 
year. ‘‘They are looking for 


water,’ says Carl §. 
Koehler, University of 
California entomologist, 


‘and move around to places 
where water is applied.” 

He said the most an- 
noying household ant in 
California is the Argentine 
ant. Long columns invade 
kitchens seeking, besides 
water, sweets. Other kinds 
of ants prefer fatty sub- 
stances. The largest ant in 
California, the carpenter 
ant, measuring 4% inch or 
more, likes sweets, grease, 
or dead insects 

As to counterattack, the 
Cooperative Extension 
scientist said the first step 
is to try to exclude the in- 
vaders. Caulk cracks and 
any other points of entry 
This is not always easy, 
however, in older homes 
and buildings 


Toxic baits sold in syrup 
or paste form as ‘‘ant 
stakes” or ‘‘ant traps’’ are 
particularly useful when the 
nest cannot be found or is 
difficult to get to, he said. 
Ant workers carry small 
portions of the sweet bait 
back to the nest where they 
give it to other workers, lar- 
vae, and reproductive 
forms. In this way, 
sometimes an entire colony 
may be killed. 


‘‘However,”’ he noted 
“control with baits may 
take several weeks or 
more. Also, ants may not 
eat the bait if they find 
something better. Be sure 
to remove any particles of 
foud trom cracks around 
Sinks, drainboards and 
‘ther ant-infested areas. 
‘Fraps should be placed so 
athat ants can easily find 
ahem, but in places in- 
accessible to children and 


pets.” 

Besides placing traps in- 
doors, spacing them every 
10-20 feet outside around the 
foundation and at nest 
openings helps to prevent 
the ants from entering the 
house. 


To control ants inside the 
house, sprays, aerosols, and 
powders can also be used. 
‘Be sure the label indicates 
that it is for indoor use,”’ 
Koehler warned. For treat- 
ment of large areas, 
prediluted liquids con- 
taining diazinon or propox- 
ur are less expensive than 
aerosols, he said. All insec- 
ticides should be kept away 
from food and utensils and 
label directions should be 
carefully followed. 


Since most ants make 
their nests outdoors, 
treating the nest there will 
give more permanent con- 
trol. Follow ant trails to 
locate the nest then spray 
where ants enter and leave. 
The spray should complete- 
ly surround the nest area so 
that the ants will have to 
crawl over a treated sur- 
face. 


Also treat ant trails and 
places where they have 
entered the building. For 
this outdoor treatment 
Koehler recommends using 
a spray or granule con- 
taining diazinon, Baygon-R, 
or chlorpyrifos (Dursban- 
R). Chlordane may also be 
used if it can be found and if 
a reference to ant control 
appears on the label. 


Koehler scoffs at the 
current rumor of con- 
trolling ants with a mixture 
of dead ants and water. 
‘‘However,’’ he added, 
“when you see a column of 
ants, that means that some 
time ago a chemical trail 
was laid. If you disorganize 
the trail, the ants will dis- 
perse for a time.”

— AB 402 (Ingalls) —

transportation boards and

Commission; sets out the 
ground rules by which the 
Legislature will bring the $1 
billion state highway 
program into normal 
budgetary process of state 
government; and reforms 
the state and local 
transportation planning and 
programming process.

FAA makes final review of 
proposed ILS for Brackett 


Questions raised by Rep. 
Jim Lloyd, D-35th. Dist., 
have prompted the Federal 
Aviation Administration to 
make a final review of the 
instrument landing system 
scheduled for installation in 
1979 at Brackett Field in La 
Verne. 

Bill Bersch, chief of the 
FAA’s flight procedures 
and air space branch in 
Washington, D.C., con- 
firmed Tuesday that the 
agency would ‘‘take one 
at the instru- 
ment landing system (ILS) 
through its western 
regional headquarters in 
Hawthorne. 

The ILS was previously 
approved by the FAA in a 
report dated April 27, 1977, 
despite opposition from 
Cable Airport in Upland 
over the system’s impact 
on its traffic patterns and 
air safety under current 
ILS plans. 

Bersch said the final 
review of the ILS stemmed 
from questions raised by 
Lloyd, a former Navy pilot, 
about the affect of the ILS 
on air traffic in the entire 


region, including Cable Air- 
port, Chino Airport and On- 
tario International Airport. 

Although the FAA agreed 
to the review at its briefing 
of Lloyd in early August, 
Bersch admitted West 
Coast officials in the agency 
had not been informed. He 
said he planned to call the 
FAA office in Hawthorne 
Tuesday afternoon. 

Lloyd said the changes in 
the Brackett Field landing 
approach would ‘impinge 
and endanger”’ planes from 
Cable and OIA. 

Brackett traffic now flies 
over OJA before ap- 
proaching the La Verne air- 
port at an angle that 
bypasses Cable traffic. 

Under ILS Brackett 
planes would take a more 
direct approach, a more 
northerly course closer to 
Cable Airport. 

Lloyd noted that OIA 
turns some of its traffic 
north, which would result in 
what he called a ‘‘cluster 
point’ near Cable Airport 
should the ILS be installed. 

“The question is ‘has 
someone been put in hazar- 


dous conditions because 
there is no ILS?’ The 
answer is clearly ‘no,’”’ ac- 
cording to Lloyd, whose 
congressional district in- 
cludes both Brackett Field 
and Cable Airport. 

The ILS is an aviation 
guidance system that per- 
mits landings during 
weather conditions when 
approaches relying on 
visual operation could be 
dangerous. 

Lloyd pointed out that un- 
der such weather conditions 
planes land at OIA, which 
has a “‘full - blown instru- 
ment system and 10,000 - 
foot runways.” 

He said the ILS would 
make more sense at Chino 
Airport because it has 
“more open area and frank- 
ly is a better field.” 

Charles Stafford, an FAA 
official at the agency’s 
Hawthorne office and pro- 
ject manager for the ILS at 


Brackett Field, said the ° 


agency’s earlier review 
considered the possible 
effect of the ILS on air traf- 
fic patterns in the region. 
“We took that all into con-

sideration the first time,” 
he said Monday, adding,

Bersch said the final 
review would rely on ex- 
isting information 
generated by the FAA and 
that it would not delay 
current planning and 
engineering on the ILS at 
Brackett Field. 

He singled out exploring 
the feasibility of increasing 
the approach angle into 
Brackett Field under the 
ILS as a means of adding 
more clearance for 
Brackett planes over those 
taking off from Cable Air- 
port. 

Paul Cable, manager of 
Cable Airport, said a lan- 
ding angle of 3.5 degrees in- 
stead of the proposed 3 
degrees would give about 
500 feet clearance instead of 
the 34 feet cited in FAA 
report of April 27. 

The report states most 
planes could fly a ‘“‘glide 
slope angle’’ of 3.5 degrees 
but that it ‘‘derogates safe- 
ty 4n that aircraft arrive 
over the runway threshold 
with increased sink rate and 
excess speed.” 

“These conditions may 
result in touchdown a 
greater distance down the 
runway thereby con- 
tributing to the increased 
hazard of running off the

Under current plans, 
patterns for Cable’s flight 
path are 2,200 feet abeve 
sea level and Brackett 
planes would cross that 
path at an altitude of 2,234 
feet above sea level, accor- 
ding to the FAA report.

There’s no question 
in my mind,” referring to 
the crossing point. 

The FAA report calls 
crossing points between air- 
ports common, but Cable 
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that the-$6 million should be used for 
a massive public mpaign to tell 
the American motorists how safe 
their cars really are.
